V Unique Feature 

" TIic coming era of the twentieth 
century," began Dr. Tsuruml. "is co- 
ing to witness a unique feature in the 
history of mankind. This feature will 
lift the contact of Occidentalism and 
Oricntali.sm on the Pacific . Ocean as 
represented by Canada and the United 
t~'tates on ihc one hand and by Japan, 
liussla, India and China on the other. 
This contact Is' going to have far- 
reaching effects. 

, "Both Canada and America have 
been facing tho Atlantic too long. 
Tou do not realize the ^reat respon- 
•sibillty facing you through your con- 
tact with Asia — the first since the era 
of the Saracens. On the -western side 
of the Pacific, on the oUicr hand, we 
sense lbo_lniportanco of this coming 
contact owliïg to the recent resurrec- 
tion of Asiatic civilization. Up to tho 
present time Japan has been the lead- 
er o£ tills now movement. 

Big Voting Increase - 

"In Japan emerged from 

fcudBllsm to become a modern state. 
In 18;10 wc held the first general 
elections for the Uous« of Hepresent- 
iitlves and started on the path of con- 
stitutional monarchy. In tltat year the 
voting population was only half a 
million and in ■■.l!t2S this number 
jumped to thirteen millions tinder the 
new vutiiis law. This iriale suffrage 
1» boon to be extended to woniop. It 
is now quite the fashion foi" polIUcianB 
to stand for female suffrage. 

"'J'herc are both good and evil fea- 
tures to be noted in the working of 
tlic new democracy. Aniong the form- 
er is the lively political Interest shown 
by the people. In llie first election of 
under the new law, 81% of the 
voters turned out to the polls and this 
porconlage rose to 84% this year. An- 
other hopeful sign is the growing in- 
fluence of the picsa on the side of 
clean politics. Under this influence

We under 
stood now why the graduate in honors 
economics decided to spend two years 
abroad in graduate studies. 

"Perhaj)s," we^onsidered, "College is

A SHRINKING WORLD 

'J'lic purpose of this cultimn In pointing nut the 
situation's existing lictweoii nations today wliicli mm; 
likely to lead to international differences has bren 
of an Inforniatory nature. Tli>; sllualluns tliat have 
been chosen are those of, ajpartl'culurly unstable 
character that from thoir —vcry-.nuturu have no 
(icrmanent solution. There uro In addition Intaii^'lbiu 
difficulties among modern' nations which vvu- 
tributed to tho causes of the World War and which 
will very llUcly figure an tho underlying motives 
of futuro martial engagements. 

Tho growth of population und tho resulting 
need for e.-vipanslon of national territory have, imst 
ami present, been antagonizing factors between 
nations. The population of Italy has doiiblcd In tlio 
past fifty years and her present Mussoilnizcd birth- 
rate is very high while her territory and resources 
remain unchanged. The problem ImniLMllatcIy pre- 
sents itself as to what Is to become of this over- 
flow. 

Not onb* in Italy but throuiglibuliLlhe entire 

■ •■.•■-:4t*>^PStpt'- ' 
world during the past ccntin*y' the .Incrbases In 

population iiuve been tremcndou.'î. With this rh-'C 
there has come a bitter struggle for expansion. In 
tho earlier days this struggle, usually In the forin 
of colonial 'wars, bus been cf less serious con- 
sequence. Nations could expand 'through colonies 
without trending too heavily on the toes of liiclr 
neighbors. Unforturfblely the globe has not grown 
with its population. And today with most of .its 
available land belonging to one nation or, another 
It Is far too small to satisfy the ambitions or even 
the economic needs of its numerous peoples. 

Simultaneously with the growth of population 
has come the rise of Indtistrlallsm. In ages long 
past each country xyas self-sufficing and its needs 
could bo met \Clthln Us own boundaries. Most na- 
tions today depend on Imported goods for many 
articles essential to their welfare. England, if cut 
off from outside support, would be hunger-struck 
w-ithin two weeks: with . its tremendous population 
and Its limited natural resources. An economic 
criijis would present- itself hero In tho United 
States, which we believe to bo so self-sustaining, it 
tho rubber import were cut off suddenly nnd per- 
manently. The^c conditions bring about tariff wars 
and trade restrictions ' between nations which ne- 
cessarily produce international hard feeling. 

Such Intangible factors seem very distant from 
the world-wide ruin of men und properly. Yet 
colonial . and'- industrial eN-panslon were Jhe fiiiid- 
amcntnl •causes of the first World War. They are 
llio' silent causes. The point of friction smoulders 
until some inconsegucntlai event comparable to the 
assasimilloh of an archduke In the sniiill Balkan 
town of Sarajevo touches off the conflagration nnd 
thé fuel long piled bursts Into unquenchable flame. 

Our modern world is a closely knit unit anil 
no nation need bo without fears for its safety, 
iruturo wars between twb great nations will prob- 
ably mean woiid war. No country will be able to 
shut Itself off in grund Isolation. There Is In the 
modern world no .such thing. Man and his ma- 
chines hurry toward the most splendid peace or the 
most pitiful and most tremendous disaster that the 
world has seen. The creation of a world harmony 
Is the only altcrqativo to the annihilation of a race. 
Whether or not wo face the problem will ha^'Q little' 
effect on tlie fact that eventually It will strike us 
in tlio face, prepared or unprepared.

the importation of western machines, 
undeveloped natural resources, low 
wages, nnd nearby markets in Cliina, 
the South .Sou islands and Indiu, 
l''ollowlng the ■\VorliI 'War boom the 
prosi>crous middle and laboring ekiKse.s 
began to tako julviuitagc of tlicir 
economic slronglh to cliallengo the 
position of the conservative bureau- 
eriUlu rulers.

Congested with people who cannot 
migrate to other countries, industrl- 
ilization on a large scale is her only 
salvation. This solution, however, is 
being rendered mor'o difficult all the 
time by tho rise of tariff barriers 
throughout the world," 

Not First Crisis 
In conclusion, Jlr. Tsurumi said, 
'This 'is not tho first crisis expcri- 
cmccd by Japan. '>Vo have always re- 
tained our solidarity in tho dorltcst 
limes, Tho present hard times will 
sober Japanese nilnds. Our Inherent 
simplicity, toler.ition, and moderation 
will SCO us through. AVo arc content 
with less material wealth than aro tltc 
western nations. AVo aro artists liv 
ing amidst the realities of . life and 
our goal Is to create .u beautiful com 
nninal llfo as well as an industrial 
life. 'J'herefore Marxian doctrines arc 
not likely to. retain popularity in 
Japan. AA'e aro not thinkers but 
actors."
